ROBBERY OF THE PORTLAND BANK. 
The Cumberland Bank at Portland, was opened 
on Saturday night last, with false keys, and rob- 
bed of Two Hundred Thousand Dollars bills, 
1600 in gold, and five thousand four bundred dul- 
larsin silver. Part of the latter has been reco- 
vored. <A reward of 1,000 dollars is offered for 
the thieves and money, or 500 dollars for either.

Cumberland Bank Robbery —Mr.’Vor.trr, our 
Boston correspondent, under date of Friday noon, 
writes, “I have just learned by a gentleman 
from Portland, that the persons concerned in the 
late Bank robbery, have been discovered. ‘Their 
iaines ar. Daniel Manly, F. Dela, and Captain 
Rolfe. Manly was apprehended a few days since, 
on suspicion, and not being able iv give security 
for his appearance at the next court, was sent to 
jail. Captain Rolfe had taken passage in the mail 
for Boston—was taken out of the stage (although 
there was nothing very suspicious of him) aud 
carried before the Directors, by whom he was ex- 
amined. They made it appear to him that the 
evidence was so strong against liim that he would 
certainly be convicted, and advised him to disco- 
ver his accomplices, and where the money was 
secreted. : 
Furthermore, they offered to give him $10,009

and his liberty, if he would discover where the 
money was and who were the thieves. ‘This had 
such an effect on him, that he made a full disclo- 
sure, and nained the persons before mentioned, as 
the robbers ; and observed if any of the directors 
would accompany him, he would go to the place 
where the bilis were secreted, and deliver them 
up 3 they accordingly accompanted him. On their 
arrival at the place tie bills were gone, and he 
observed that Manly must have taken them, He 
then carried them te another place, where the 
specie was secreted— found it, and delivered it to 
the directors. He was then set at liberty, and in 
20 minutes after he shot himself. ‘Lhe mortifica- 
tion of not finding the money with the disappoint- 
nent of not receiving the reward, together with 
the part he had acted, it is supposed proved too 
strong for his mind to overcome, and thus prompt- 
ed him to stifle conscience in the arms of death.
